The Patrol received a plaque
for placing second among the
state police and highway pat-
rol fleets in the 24th National
Fleet Safety Contest.

More than 1800 fleets includ-
ing bus, truck, taxicab, transite,
passenger car, police and gov-
ernment agencies were repre-
sented in the 27 divisions,
Twenty one state enforcement
